THE OPPOSITION WINS. 


House of Lords Defeated. Victory 


Clinched at This Morning's 


Session of Q. A. R. 


Boston, Feb. 9.—The second day of the 


encampment of the state G. A. B-, opened 
this morning. The defeat of the "house 
of lords" by the election of W, H. Bartlett 
late yesterday afternoon had settled the 
great question of the encapmpment, bnl 
there was much interest in today'3 
events. 


The delegates to the^ encampment 


struck a crisis before the session of the 
3ay was over. The result of yesterday's 
election of officers, in which the cus- 
tom of 31 years was overturned, may 
unify matters; but many members left 
the temple in no gentle frame of mind. 


The so-called "house of lords," which 


Is composed of all past commanders of 
the department—that is, they are given 
the rights of delegates on the floor of 
department encampments—was given 
a, severe rebuke, for the ticket of the 
regulars was downed, and the candi- 
dates of the anti-house of lords faction 
elected. 


The victory ef the "antis" is considered 


by many as the culmination of the agi- 
tation which Fletcher Webster post be- 
gan two years ago. 
At that time the 


Brockton post made a formal protest 
against the law permitting ex-depart- 
ment commanders to take part in the 
proceedings of the national encamp- 
ment, and this struggle was carried on 
so vigorously that at length the charter 
of the post was revoked. 
£>uring the 


time, however, the Brockto5!! post re- 
ceived considerable encouragement from 
other posts, and Tuesday's proceedings 
show the support that contention has 
received. 


It has been the custom each year for 


the senior vice department commander 
to be elected commander, and for the 
Junior vice to bt advanced to senior 
vice, so that the real contest at each 
encampment was over the-eiection of a 
new junior vice commander. For once 
the old order of things was set aside, 
and two complete tickets were placed 
In the field. The regular ticket was 
headed by the senior vice commander, 
Mr. Oilman; the junior vice, Peter B. 
Smith, being nominated for the senior 
vice, and Silas A. Barton for junior 
vice. 
Opposed to this ticket was .the 


one advanced by those who were against 
the old order.^and the ticket was made 
up as 
follows: 
Department com- 


mander, William H. Bartlett, post 10; 
senior vice commander, Joseph F. Bart- 
lett, post 162; junior vice commander, 
George M. Fiske, post 162. Consider- 
able electioneering was done Monday 
night by both factions, but 
Tuesday 


morning the regulars appeared confident 
of success. 


The usual reports were read and an 


order was adopted providing that all 


resolutions should Ee referred to a 
special committee without debate. This 
consumed all the morning and a greater 
part of the afternoon session, so that 
it was not until after 3.o'ch>ck that the 
nominating speeches were made. Com- 
rade Paige of Chelsea placed the name 
of Senior. Vice Commander Gilman. be- 
fore the encampment, while Comrade 
Seaver of Boston nominated William H. 
Bartlett of Worcester. The remainder 
of fi ticket was then, placed before the 
convention by leaders of both factions. 
The balloting was as-follows: Bartlett, 
323; Gilman, 297. 


The result was a, great surprise to the 


regulars, and for a time they -could not 
realize that the old order of things had 
received so severe a setback. 
The en- 


campment at once proceeded to ballot 
for senior vice commander, with the 
following result: Bartlett, 262; Smith, 
261. 


Before "the encampment could ballot 


for junior vice commander word was 
received that the rent of the hall after 
6 o'clock would be double that of the 
day, and an adjournment was at once 
made until today. 


The encampment assembled at 10 


o'clo/ck, Department Commander Deano 
presiding. 
Prayer was offered by De- 


partment Chasjain Gibbs and the an- 
nual report cflVthe department com- 
mander was then read.

RUSH TO GOLD FIELDS, 


Hundreds of the Lawless Element 


Attracted to Alaska. 


Cabinet Considered Need of 


Preserving Order. 


Four Companies Are to Be Sent to Dyea 


and Skaguay. 


"Washington, Feb. 9.—At the cabinet 
meeting Tuesday it was decided to 
send two companies of troops to Dyea 
and Skaguay, Ala-ska, immediately for 
the purpose of preserving order and 
protecting life and property.

to the gold fields has attracted hun- 
dreds of the lawless element, and that 
troops are necessary at once to prevent 
trouble.

Captain 
Ray had only one man with him. Lieu- 
tenant Richardson. They reached Fort 
Yukon somewhat ahead of a mob of 
the toughest men that could be picked 
out of Dawson, and when I left the cap- 
tain, he was standing ott this mob from 
the provision caches, largely by virtue 
of a small American flag and his own 
magnificent nerve. When the food panic 
struck Cawson this mob of toughs left 
for Fort Yukon, knowing that the Weare 
company and the Alaska Commercial 
company each had a cache of provisions 
there. The Dawson man intended to 
appropriate these supplies and let the 
rest of the camp shift for itself. Captain 
Ray learned of this, and he posted him- 
self at one of the caches while Lieuten- 
ant Richardson guarded the other. They 
were In uniform and had each of them 
a small American flag. The mob tackled 
the captain first and ordered hlmlto give 
up. He refused and for a time it looked 
as though there would be shooting, but. 
between his uniform and the flag the 
mob was overawed.

The statement shows an-aggregate ex- 


penditure of upwards of $2,000,000 by 
this government in running down fili- 
ibusters, maintaining detectives, equip- 
ping vessels and searching parties. It 
shows also that the United States has 
been more successful in this regard than 
Spain, as a large number of filibusters 
were apprehended, parties broken up 
and prosecutions carried on by the fed- 
eral authorities, while the Spanish naval 
force surrounding Cuba has not suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing equal results. 


Cuban Question In the Senate.' 


Washington, Feb. 9.—Three proposi- 


tions differing materially as to methods 
were presented to the senate yesterday 
for the relief of the Cuban insurgents. 
Mr. Allen trf Nebraska offered, as an 
amendment to the diplomatic and con- 
sular appropriation bill, a resolution 
recognizing the belligerency of the in- 
•urgents, and said that he hoped thus 
to afford the senate an opportunity to 
vote on that proposition. 


Mr. Cannon of Utah offered a resolu- 


tion urging the president to notify the 
kingdom of Spain that if it did nofrecog- 
mze the independence of the Cuban re- 
public before March 4, 1898, the United 
States would recognize the belligerency 
of the Cubans and within 90 davs there- 
after would assert the independence of 
the Cuban republic. 


Mr. Mason of Illinois followed with a 


resolution requiring the president to 
notify Spain that the Cuban war must 
cease at once and declare the intention 
of the United States to restore and main- 
tain peace on the island. Both Mr. 
Cannon and Mr. Mason gave notice of 
their intention to speak upon their reso- 
lutions today.

BIG FI6HT IN CHICAGO, 


Students of Three Colleges Against' 


the Pdice. 


Clubs and Revolvers Bran- 


dished In Scrimmage. 


Resulted From Interference With a Snowball.* 


ing Contest 


Chicago, Feb. 9.—TWo thousand stu- 


dents of the Rushymedical .college^ tha 
Chicago college of dental surgery and 
the Marquette school engaged to a des- 
perate conflict Tuesday at Harrison and 
Wood streets with 40 policemen. The 
battle raged with intermissions of peace 
from noon until 6 o'clock in the evening. 
The police were compelled to send in riot 
calls repeatedly, and in the early part 
of the- scrimmage they were badly 
•worsted. It was a free for afl, rough 
and tumble fight. 


When the students were finally routed 


they-retreated to the college Buildings. 
From there they hurled all kinds of 
missiles-upon the police, who-were chas- 
ing the offenders. A giass-jarfilled with 
paste, thrown frona-the-fourth floor of tha 
college of dental surgery, struck Police- 
man Brenna'n upon his right arm, knock- 
ing him to the ground. Janitor Chris- 
tiansen of the Marquette school was 
badly beaten. Christiansen was only 
lately clothed with police power, and 
•he endeavored to assist the police. The 
students fell upon him and he had to be 
carried from the field of battle. 


It was found necessary to summon 


police wagons from the Warren avenue 
Lake street and Desplaines street sta- 
tions. The streets in the vicinity of tha 
colleges were black with people. Twice 
prisoners v.-ere wrested from the police 
by the students, who howled and jeered. 
This defiance caused the officers to lose 
control of themselves, and they rushed 
madly about in a wild effort to arrest 
everyone in sight. ' Brandishing- cluba 
and revolvers, they chased the students 
inside the college doors and forcibly 
took them f ro'm the buildings. When the 
riot was over and peace reigned, 25 stu- 
dents had been pieced under arrest. 


The trouble began by the students 


engaging in a snowball figftt in which 
the policemen interfered, and then the 
students joined forces and attacked the 
officers. For a time the row was good 
natured, but the fighting instinct came 
to the surface in a short time, and num- 
erous scrimmages resulted. The grand 
battle began at 5 p. m., when the officers 
arrested Call Case, the son of a pro- 
fessor in the dental school, and who is 
eaid to have been innocent. The stu- 
'dents took him away from the officers, 
and later when another prisoner was 
locked in a patrol box, the students 
smashed the box, rolled the officers in 
the gutter and released the prisoner. 
During the light four, students weie 
badly clubbed and Officers Sullivan arj '| 
Brennan were Injured In a manner sut 
ficiently to give them a layoff.

What to Wear and How to Bide Ia Cold 


Weather. 


Winter- cycling. offers as much real 


enjoymenir as does summer riding. In 
fact, there are many who prefer the 
winter riding. There is no reason why 
tbe sport should not be as freely in- 
dulged in during the winter months as 
in the summer, provided always that a 
few necessary precautions are taken. 
The matter of dress is the most impor- 
tant. Extra heavy garments are cum- 
bersome and are not needed. 
Warm 


woolen underwear is the proper thing, 
over which outer garments of ordinary 
winter weight should be worn, 


Very fast riding should be avoided, 


as a cyclist is apt to take cold easily in 
stopping to rest when perspiring freely. 
An easy, moderate pace ia preferable. 


All nuts on the 'bicycle should be 


tightened frequently in cold weather. 
They are more likely to work loose than 
in the summer. Heat expands metal; 
cold contracts it. 


Cyclists should avoid hot alcoholic 


beverages while riding in cold weather. 
The effect on the system is anything 
but good, particularly if the rider re- 
sumes riding after taking a hot drink. 
—Boston Globe.

SCHOOLS' 


There is a great deal of discussion 


' going on in this city as to how thoroughly 


. the public schools teach "the common 


1 branches," and if there are not now too 


many "fads and frills" in the school cur- 
riculum, with the result that the scholars 
get a, great deal of work and cover a great 


, deal of ground,—but how thoroughly, is 
a question. 


Within a few days we heard one of the 


most able and thoughtful of North 
Adams citizens remonstrating with a 
member of the school committee as to 
the neglect of the common branches in 
the schools. 
He> contended that there 


was too much attempt at "refinement" in 
the schools and too little time given to 
the studies that fit a boy or girl for the 
stern practical duties of life. It was con- 
tended that the country school better 
fitted the scholar of fifteen years of age 
for the actual work of life than does the 
city school, with its new teachings of 
"form" and "color" and "manual train- 
ing." 
The gentleman arguing against 


the complexities of the schools of today 
said that at 15 years of age he or ary 
companion of his in the country school 
knew more of the "practical" branches- 
reading, arithmetic, grammar, writing, 
spelling and United States history—than. 
any graduate of this city's high school ha^ 
at the completion of the course. 


Without drawing conclusions as to the 


correctness or error of this advocate of a 
simpler school 
curriculum for 
onr 


younger sch&olboys and schoolgirls, a 
significant fact is that in a neighboring 
city a reform in the school studies has 
been begun which looks to the abolition 
of some of the "frills and furbelows" of 
the school course. 
This is in North- 


ampton, 


The Northampton Gazette, which is an 


outspoken opponent of the too-ambi- 
tious school program of today, says, in 
chronicling the change in the Northamp- 
ton school course: 


The recent great upheaval of public 


opinion has so bestirred the school com- 
mittee that it has taken a great step 
toward school reform, but it was nob 
done with the help of the superintendent. 
He did not know of the proposed reduc- 
tion of work, and he was greatly surprised 
when told of the decision of the commit- 
tee! 
Manual training is to be eliminated from 


the curriculum of the public schools after 
a run. of about five years. The finance 
committee ot the school committee met 
Monday afternoon and made its appro- 
priations to be submitted to the city gov- 
ernment, and in doing so decided to omit 
appropriating any sum for carrying en 
the system of manual training. This re- 
lieves the city from an annual expendi- 
ture of about |600, relieves the teachers 
from one of their most vexatious dories 
and gives the scholars more time for the 
•lore essential studies. 


The committee took this step because 
it considers that the public in general is 
not in favor of manual training, and be- 
cause there is a feeling that some of the 
"fads and frills" should 
be ornittsd. 


While there are many parents who favor 
manual training, the committee has, on 
looking into the matter, found that their 
children excel in the work. Many of the 
children, especially the girls, do not like 
manual training, and do not do good 
work, and the parents of such oppose it. 
And so, since a cut is demanded some- 
where, manual training is the first to be 
dropped. 


Nature study is to be cut next, or less 


, lime is to be given to it.

Dibble obtained the signature and had 
made an affidavit to that effect so did not 
feel called upon to make a reply at that 
time. 


The friends of Mr. Hamer have since 


then industriously circulated the state- 
ments of Mr. Hamer, and Captain Dibble 
who dislikes being called a liar, has at last 
warmed up and made a reply in a rather 
unique manner. 


In a supplement to the Berkshire Sun. 


da*y Democrat appears a photographic 
reproduction of the petition and sig- 
natures in question also the acknowledged 
signature of Mr. Hamer. With some few 
differences, due perhaps to the fact that 
it was written hurriedly on a buggy seat 
with pencil, the signature is wonderfully 
like the acknowledged one of Mr. Hamer. 
ttetb h»ve been declared genuine bv 


bank officials and good judges say both 
were written by the same man. 


The situation is a strange one—Mr. Ha- 


mer denies one—Mr. Dibble swears the 
other was made in his presence and tells 
a very straightforward story of the affair. 
He very gently suggests that Mr. Hamer 
suffered from a lapse of memory when he 
denied it. City Clerk Brooker testified 
that the petition contained Mr. Ha- 
mer's signature when the petition was 
filed in November 'S6, so his veracity is 
called in question, Here are two men 
who saw the signature at that time when 
the motive for forgery was dim and hazy.

MORE THAN A MATCH FOB SPAIN. 


Plan of Campaign In CMB of War—Kara!

Kentucky With Waters-Deference to 
Jack Tar's Superstition*. 
' 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Navy 


men protest against tho stories which have 
been told concerning the alleged unfitness 
of our naval establishment for war. They 
admit that in some part the impression 
that this country would be in bad shape 
should war with Spain break out is due to 
bureau uhiofs of the navy department. 
These chiefs, eager to impress upon con- 
gress the need which exists for liberal ap- 
propriations for their branch of the serv- 
ice, have sought to take advantage of the 
opportunity to "scare" tho national legis- 
lators into compliance with their demands. 
There may be some justification for this 
policy, since it is unfortunately true that 
that Is about the only wny in which- con- 
gress can be roused to a really liberal pol- 
icy. 
But it is a great mistake to assume 


that if war with Spain breaks out we shall 
be caught with an unfit navy on our 
hands. Our ships are in first class condi- 
tion. Wo are in bettor shape for war than 
we ever were before. 
Naval experts tell 


mo that against Spain we should have lit- 
tle trouble. Of course it would not be 
wholly a one sided war, for the Spaniards 
have a decent navy and are pretty good 
fighters. 
We probably should suffer the 


loss of a few cruisers, and it is even possi- 
ble that ono or two of our ports might be 
bombarded by the enemy's fleets before we 
could rout them out. 


But, on the whole, say the nay men, we 


should have all tho best of it. 
The Span- 


ish navy is not in first class condition. It 
is not up to date in many particulars. 
Spain has been so hard pressed for money 
that the navy has been to some extent 
neglected. Some of the ships are without 
enough powder to carry them through 
more than one battle. Others are in sad 
need of repairs to their machinery and 
their boilers. Although the Spanish navy 
on paper is very nearly the equal of ours, 
actually it has not much more than one- 
half the effectiveness. I am told further 
that in case of war it will be the policy of 
our government to confine its operations 
largely to western waters—that is to say, 
we should not seek to attack Spanish 
ports, but to carry on the war in and 
around Cuba and thus make sure of afford- 
ing ample protection to our own cities. 


The First Move. 


In this way we should enjoy an immense 


advantage. The first move made by onr 
squadrons would be to take possession of 
every Cuban port in which it would be 
possible for the Spanish ships to recoal. 
As they could not in any reasonable as- 
sumption enter American ports and refill 
their empty bunkers the fleets of the ene- 
my would soon be almost useless on ac- 
count of lack of fuel. 
Our own ships 


could recoal in such Cuban ports as they 
had been able to capture and would have 
Key West, Charleston and other ports on 
our coast to fall back on. By pursuing a 
conservative and cautious poljoy, standing 
more to defend than to attack except as to 
the ports of nearby Cuba, naval authori- 
ties believe we could soon whip the Span- 
iards to a standstill wMiout very serious 
losses on our side. It isScaroely necessary 
to add that every man in the navy, from 
admiral down to coal passerf is eager for 
the hour when the dogs of war are slipped. 


Navy men'say they do notrbelieve in the 


christening of new ships with spring wa- 
ter. It is not that they have any special or 
personal objections to water, but for a very 
practical reason. They say that every Jack 
Tar is a creature of superstition, and 
among his superstitious notions ia a strong 
belief that any craft christened with any- 
thing but a bottle of champagne is sure to 
be unlucky, '''if the Kentucky is sent 
down the ways with nothing stronger 
than spring water sprinkled on her bows," 
said a naval officer, "she will be a marked 
ship from that moment. The sailor lads 
will shun her, and they will never cease 
to talk of her impending fate. She will 
always be going to the bottom through 
contact with a hidden torpedo, or she will 
be certain to run ashore in a gale of wind, 
or yellow fever-will break -out 'tween 
decks, or something else of an awful na- 
ture will happen to her. I don't care a 
rap for champagne myself, "either in chris- 
tening the ship or for any ether occasion, 
but if I had my way about it I would ac- 
cept the sailor man's superstition as I find 
it and not take any chances on stirring 
him up." 
Protest Affainst Newspaper Sensationalism. 


Naval men protest bitterly against the 


tendency of the press, or at least of a part 
of the press, to make mountains out of ev- 
ery molehill of an accident to a naval ves- 
sel. It does not matter how trifling a 
thing happens to one of our cruisers or 
battleships, the newspapers, or some of 
them, come out with lurid accounts of the 
damage, of the "breaking down" of the 
vessel, of the "serious danger" in which 
she was in, or of her "worthlessness at 
sea"—all of which is regarded by navy 
men, and by a good many other people, as a 
particularly pernicious form of newspaper 
sensationalism. The ingenuity of mankind 
has not yet managed to construct a naval 
vessel or any other sort of a vessel that is 
free from liability to accident. A modern 
ship of the first class, whether naval or 
commercial, is a wonderfully complicated 
piece of machinery. It is not strange that 
there should be a breakage now and then 
—a boiler that does' not work right, a 
steam pipe that bursts, a turret that starts 
a "bit in heavy seas. 


Similar accidents occur every day to 


merchant ships and are dismissed by the 
newspapers with a line or two or without 
any mention at all. Locomotives break 
down upon the railways and have to bo 
sent to th'c repair shops, and no one thinks 
of getting excited; but let a naval vessel 
come into port -with the slightest derange- 
ment of her machinery and the newspa- 
pers set up a hue and cry that frightens 
timid readers into believing the whole 
United States navy is a failure and farce. 


Tho navy has been made the butt of so 


many jokes and has been ilandered so sav- 
agely in the newspapers, that it is not sur- 
prising tho officers and men are eager for 
an opportunity to show •what they can do 
in the wny of defending the country and 
striking terror to the hearts of an enemy. 
It will be almost a pity, "from the naval 
standpoint, if our brave sailor boys do not 
get a chance to demonstrate to the world 
that at last the United States hag a real 
nav.v.

THE PARKS EXPOSITION OF 1900 AL- 


READY BEGINS TO TAKE SHAPE. 


Some »f UM Principal Vaature* «f tlia 


Great Knt«rprlie—Two Permanent F»l-

Costume* From Kaarat. 


Tho year 1000 to still some little distance 


in the future, but the French are poshing 
work 011 their exposition, which is to be 
held in Paris at the century's end, with as 
Isuit-h energy as if it were only a month or 
two away: As a result the exposition has 
already begun to take definite shape. You 
may rest assured that Paris will have a 
worlil's fair well worth seeing, one which, 
although it may be unpatriotic to admit 
it, will fairly eclipse our exposition of live 
years ugoat Chicago. 


In shape and situation thcr'.vorld's fair 


of 1000 wiH resemble a hugo letter H, with 
the tops of the perpendiculars slightly ap- 
proaching each other. 
The horizontal 


stroke represents the Seine from the Pont 
de la Concorde to the Pont d'Jena. This 
portion of the Seine will become the "Rue 
de Veniso," with gondolas, caiques and 
pleasure craft of every description. The 
quays of the northern bank of the Seine

will be transformed into the "Bue de 
Paris," with scores of theaters, panoramas, 
novelties and attractions. The southern 
bank of the Seine will be set apart for the 
palaces and pavilions of foreign countries, 
and for the building of military and naval 
arts, and for maritime commerce, naviga- 
tion and fisheries. 


The eastern perpendicular of the H 


represents the Avenue Nicholas II, at 
right angles with and wider than the 
Avenue des Champs Elysees. Facing 
each other on the Avenue Nicholas II are 
the two vast structures called the Grand 
Palais and the Petit Palais, which are 
to be permanent edifices, solidly built for 
all time. 


The western perpendicular of the H eac- 


tends from the Trocadero palace across the 
Pont d'Jena, includes the Eiffel sower and 
the Champs de Mars and reaches to ths 
Boole Militaire. Screening the JScole Mili- 
taire, the enonnoue Salle des Fetes will be 
built, and in front ot this the fairylike 
palace of Electricity, forming a resplen- 
dent terminus (or this great artery of the 
exhibition. 


The principal -building of the exhibition 


will be the Grand Palais, designed by M. 
Louvet, which will occupy 32,000 square 
meters of ground surface and is being 
erected on the west side of the Avenue 
Nicholas II. During the exposition the 
Grand Palais will be used for the exhibi- 
tions of .painting, sculpture and music. 
7i>e horse show will also take place in the 
Grand Palais. The foundations are ter- 
minated and the walls are already about 7 
feet high. The pedestals of the columns 
measure 3 cubic meters and weigh 7,500 
kilograms each. The massive architecture 
and imposing rows of splendid columns 
which characterize the Grand Palais de- 
signs are universally approved. 


The Grand Palais and the Petit Palais 


are permanent structures of masonry. The 
material is the usual light colored build- 
ing stone of Paris. Blocks from the Palais 
de rindustrie are being employed in the 
construction of the Grand Palais and the 
Petit Palais, which are now rising from 
the debris ol that familiar edifice. 


The news of the death of the United 


States commissioner, Major Handy, was 
received with deep regret by M. Alfred 
Picard and the other exposition authori- 
ties. Meanwhile bis duties are being per- 
formed by Colonel Chaille Long, who is 
zealously looking after the interests of 
American exhibitors. Colonel Long has 
already succeeded in acquiring additional 
space for the United States, and hopes to 
obtain even more. The United States has 
so far obtained 150,000 square feet, ex- 
clusive of what is to be accorded in the 
special subject sections. 


Among the novelties which will be seen 


in the American exhibit will be corn cos- 
tumes from Kansas. These were first dis-

played at the big corn festival held in 
Atchison three yeara ago.

About the only fault that can be found, 
•with it is that it discolors easily. A 
cork grip, that has been once used is 
unmistakably no longer new unless 
cleaned. An old toothbrush with a bit | 
of soap or other cleansing compound 
will quickly restore it, although com- 
paratively few riders seem to think the 
cleaning worth tue trouble.

The hard rubber grip is out of vogue, 


its bad qualities having been abundant- • 
ly proved in the days of the high wheel. 
It was exceedingly handsome, but be- 
came slimy with perspiration on the 
slightest UBS. The grip of soft rubber 
led a brief life. It afforded a splendid 
hold, but its nastinesff&illed it Certain 
adaptations of leather have made a fa- 
vorable impression, and this material 
will undoubtedly continue to be used. 
Grips of wound wire are cool and clean, 
but are rather too hard on the hands to 
become popular. Paper has been experi- 
mented with, but as yet has been little 
used. Felt possesses splendid qualities, 
but the commercial possibilities of a 
well msda felt grip are interfered with 
by its comparatively high cost Ivory 
is agreeable, but too destnctible and 
expensive to be seriously considered. 
Bone is tough, cheap and may be 
wrought into pretty patterns, but it is 
a trifle irritating and thus has never 
appealed favorably to hard riders. A 
good many bone grips have given excel- 
lent satisfaction to women and men in- 
clined to ride gently who have regard 
for ornamentation. The pearl grip is, 
of course, an article de luxe, beautify- 
ing and adorning the machine, but 
scarcely appealing to the average cy- 
clist.—American (Jyolist

The Evils of

Philadelphia, Feb. 2.— "What I don't 


understand is how good Christian peo- 
ple can have sympathy with ticket 
scalping," said George W. Boyd, 'one of 
the best known railroad men. of Phila- 
delphia. Mr. Boyd had just returned 
from Washington, where he went wit> 
some other railroad men to argue ii 
favor of the antiscalpSng bill.

Important action waa taken Tuesday 


evening by Typographical union No. SIS 
which may lead to a general movement by 
the labor unions of the city against convict 
labor conflicting with free industries. 
The point of attack is the manufacture o^ 
shoe heels in the house of correction at 
Pittsfield. This conflicts with one of the 
chief industries of this city, and the Typo- 
graphical union is the first to call for difl- 
nite action on the part of those most in- 
terested. 


Resolutions, given in full below, were 


adopted, calling attention to the matter, 
and pointing out that the present indus- 
try there may be increased to a full -ahoe 
plant. 
The resolutions mention the 


damage which such a plant might bring 
*o the industries of this city, and call on 
the Central Labor union to take steps in 
the matter, and bring- it to the attention 
of the manufacturers. 


At the next meeting of the Central La- 


bor union the delegates of the Typo- 
graphical union will introduce resolutions, 
and there is little doubt that the central 
body will take prompt action. It is prob- 
able that an attempt will be made to have 
the manufacturers sign a petition to the 
county commissioners protesting against 
this competition of convict labor with 
free industries. 


The resolutions of the Typographical 


union are in full as follows: 


At a regular meeting of North Adams 


Typographical union, No. 316, held Tues- 
day evening, February 8,1898, the follow- 
ing preamble and resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted: 


WHEREAS, It has come to the atten- 


tion of this body that an effort is now 
making toward the establishment of a 
shoe plant in the Berkshire county jail at 
Pittsfield, and 


WHEREAS, The establishment of such 


plant would be inimical to trade interests, 
not only of North Adams, but of 'other 
industrial sections of the county as well, 
and 


WHBBBAS, Should this effort to pro- 


vide employment for prisoners at the ex- 
pense of orie of the principal industries of 
North Adams became successful, there- 
fore be it 


Resolved, That this body in regular 


session assembled call the attention of the 
manufacturers to this attempt,to jeopar- 
dize their interests, and be it further 


Resolved, That we, the members of

protest against this unjust com- 


petition with honest made goods, and be 
it further 


Resolved, That we invite tbo co_

WILD STAMPEDE 


Caused by Runaway Horse 


on Main Street Tues- 


day Afternoon. 


SMALL R)X_ SCARE 


Virulent Case Developed in 
Greenfield Tuesday. Ed- 


ward Potter the Victim. 


SEVERAL SMASH UPS TOGETHER 


Slight Injuries Scattered 
Profusely 


Among the Population of the City, 


and Several Narrow Escapes. 


Peter Post Severely 


Injured. 


The long series of runaways which have 


kept the streets of the city lively since 
the sleighing came reached a climax 
Tuesday afternoon a little before 5 o'clock 
with a serious affair which involved half a 
dozen teams and almost caused a stam- 
pede on Main street. Several pedestrians 
escaped serious injury on}y by narrow 
margins, and the escape of ono or two 
was remarkable. 


A single sleigh attached to a powerful 


gray horse driven by Mrs. E. D. Lee of 
Church street collided with Labelle's ex- 
press sleigh near the Cutting Corner at 
State and Main streets and started the 
affair. A sleigh driven by Peter Post was 
struck and demolished, Mr. Post being 
thrown out and badly injured, and an ex- 
press sleigh of Nichols & Smith, driven 
by Bobert Smith, was slightly damaged. 
Several other teams were grazed, and 
Mr?. Broderick of^he Five Boads fainted 
from fright at a narrow escape. 


The accident was caused by a slight turn 


of the horse driven by Mrs. Lee, which 
although it did not shy, indulged in a little 
friskiness, which brought the runner into 
the rear of Labelle's sleigh. The runners 
locked, and the two ' sleighs were caught, 
while the pulling of Mrs. Lee's horse 
tipped both. They were torn apart after 
a moment, and Mrs. Lee's horse started 
on a wild dash, throwing her out opposite 
C. H, Mather's store- The Labelle sleigh 
was tipped over, l>ut the horse stood still 
and l!ttle damage was done. 


Mr. Post's sleigh was standing opp'osite 


Bank street, and was caught, throwing 
Mr. Post to the sidewalk and smashing 
the sleigh. Mr. Smith's sleigh a little 
farther on was struck, but the damage 
was slight, and Mr. Smith soon had bis 
horse under control. 
The gray horse 


took to the sidewalk in front of Bart- 
lett's drug store, tearing off the broken 
sleigh between a post and hydrant. The 
horse dashed np the sidewalk to Eagle 
street, and was caught in front of St. 
Francis' church. 


Mrs. Broderick had a narrow escape 


from being run down, and fainted from 
fright. She was carried into Bartlett's 
drug store, and taken home in a hack. 
Mrs. Lee was not seriously hurt, and was 
able to lead her horse home. Mr. Post 
was the most seriously injured, and is 
confined to the hpuse today as a result of 
his bruises and shaking up. An old lady 
who was crossing Main street at Bank 
WES saved from heing run down only by 
the shouts of spectators, and had a hair 
breatbjescape. Dozens of pedestrians had 
almost equally narrow escapes, seeking 
shelter in store" d'dorways.

Greenfield has a virulent case of small 


pox, Edward S. Potter being the victim. 
The case was definitely determined to be 
small pojc Tuesday, when he was quaran- 
tined. 
Before that he had been at the 


Warner house, a hotel near the railroad 
Elation, and In spite of the physician'^ 
orders, there is reason to believe that he 
had been visited by a number of people. 


Potter had a wide acquaintance and the 


young men of the hotel, trainmen and 
newsboys, who mingle freely with people 
on the trains, frequently came in to see 
aim. 
It is certain that enough people 


have called on the sick man to spread the 
disease widely, bun it is hoped that noth- 
ing of this kind will follow. 


The victim had recently visited other 


cities, and returning to Ureenfield, was 
about town as usual. He began to feel ill 
Friday, and on Sunday a physician was 
summoned. The latter thought the case 
might be small pox, and notified the 
board of health, but the latter took no 
action till they received official notifica- 
tion that it was small pox Tuesday. 


Then at last the board of health decided 


to quarantine only the top floor of the 
Warner House, and the lower floors, in- 
cluding the barroom, are open for busi- 
ness, as usual. The members of the board 
said that in their judgment there was no 
need of closing the hotel. The upper 
floor will be fumigated. 


A house was hired near the fair grounds 


on Petty's plain, and Potter and his 
nurses were taken there in the afternoon. 
It was impossible to hire any team in 
town to move the patient to the pes^ 
house, and a team from Turners Falls was 
secured. James Coburn of Turners Falls, 
who has had small pox, and the expe- 
rience in caring for the disease, has been 
engaged as nurse and attendant. Since 
the young man became sick, "W. G. Dean, 
a railroad man who lives in the hotel, has 
cared for him. It would seem that he 
and numerous others are liable to have 
the disease. 


Dr. Fisb stated today that a general 


vaccination of the children in the public 
schools would be ordered. The superin- 
tendent of schools was notified, and the 
teachers will be directed to send home 
any pupils coming from the hctel. An 
order for general vaccin ition is also to be 
issued immediately, and steps taken to 
enforce the laws relating to vaccination. 
All the doctors in the village are ordering 
vaccine tips. As soon as the news became 
known yesterday many citizens called on 
the doctors for vaccination. It is not 
likely that the order for vaccination will 
be resisted, and it is hoped that the some- 
what tardy means taken to stamp out the 
disease will prove efficacious.

Tire Berkshire Jail, 


The prison commissioners made their 


annual report Tuesday, and had the fol- 
lowing on the Pittsfleld jail: There have 
been committed to the Pittsfield jail and 
house of correction 667 prisoners during 
the past year, this number being 94 in ex- 
cess of the preceding year. Very largely 
this is accounted for in the increased 
number of prisoners received for non- 
payment of fine and costs, there having 
been 302 sentenced in this manner, as 
against 214 for the year preceding. The 
average number of prisoners has been 109, 
while in 1896 it was only 84. The receipts 
from labor and other sources has reduced 
the net cost per capita from §211.46 in 1896 
to $173.28 for the past year. The sheriff 


reports only 280 volumng in the prison li- 
brary, this being a marked decrease from 
a year ago. Attention is again called to 
the importance of suitable fences about 
the prison buildings, a matter that has 
been long delayed and should receive 
prompt attention, 
The number of cells 


in this jail and house of correction is-119-
